and the en together with about £0 loafers armed 
with iron and. wooden bare entered the union's office 
pretending to asso ythe unions then Ming-sing, Sung 
Shih-fang ( 3) +4 *), secretary of the union, and 
others who were in the officé'were badly teaten up by 
the callers Who also smashed up the desks and other 
furniture. Chen Ming-sing, Sung Shih-fang and sev-rai 
other injured men later went to a hospital for treetment. 

The union has made a report of the 
occurrence to the Police authorities concerned and to 
the Shanghai Branch of the Social Movement Direction 
Committee.

The new union has made little headway in obtain- 
ing 2@e22e voluntary membership. only a small 
number of unemployed workers having registered. 
In order to attract members, the union recently 
decided to engineer a strike by force. This 
union is connected with the "Shanghai Municipality 
General Labour Union", West Gate, Nantao(sponsored 
by the "Shanghai City Government"). On 


eptember 8, the "Shanghai Municipality General 
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Labour Union" sent for Chang Lai Ding to attend 

ameetins in Nantao with a view to discussing 

a number oF demands for better treatment. 

Chang cid not attend. The demands have never 

been submitted to the employers for consideration. 
Between 1 pem- and = fem. September 13, 

some 2C members Gf the union called in a sroup at 

four confectionery shops on Rue du Consulat and 


compelled workers therein to strike and join the 


union. Nine arrests were mace by the French 


Fearing lest these union elements should 
do likewise in the Settlement, the Chairman of the 
Shanghai Confectionery Shop Owners! Association 
wro te he attachec letter and requested Folice 
protection. During the interview, he was advised 
to notify his members to inform the nearest police- 
men should intimidation take place. 

This owners' asscciation is not registered 
with the Municipal Folice. Chang Lai Ding stated 


that application for registration would be submitted 


in due course. f
